Surely, in vain bave I kept all that this 
fellow hath in the Wilderneſs, ſo that no- 
thing was miſſed of all that pertained to 
bim , and he hath requited me evil for 
good. - So here, in vain have I kept this 
fellow upon the Sea,, when I ſuffered 
others to ſink : In vain have I preſerved 
his life, liberty, and eſtate; ſo often by 
an out-ſtretched Arm of Power, and 
Mercy to him, ſeeing he requites me evil 
for good. 

O let me intreat you to be careful to 
comply with the deſigns and ends of God 
in theſe your wonderful Preſervations.
